By referring to the Table of Contents in this List for 
any subject, and then to the page indicated, the reader will 
find the shelf-number of the book desired. Then by consult- 
ing the Diagram on page 2 of cover the location of the book 
in the Library is ascertained. Thus, a history of Egypt is 
wanted. Turning to the Table of Contents, the reference is to 
page 55 where Rawlinson's Egypt has the shelf -number K 3 R. 
Turning now to the Diagram, the location of K 3 R in the 
Library is ascertained. Again, suppose a certain book of 
some author is wanted, as Hawthorne's Marble Faun, the 
Table of Contents refers English and American Fiction to 
page 16 of the List. The Shelf-number here given is C 9 H, 
and the location of this is determined by consulting the Dia- 
gram. The shelving is marked with the notation of the List 
above the books designated, thus the letter B in N 1 is placed 
above Bain's Mental Science. Free access is allowed to all the 
shelves. Be careful to return all books to their exact places. 

Books of Biography and Travel will be found under the 
special subjects they illustrate (except in L, Religion). Thus 
Knight's Life of Wordsworth is in C 5 W with Wordsworth's 
Poems, and Mahaflfy's Social Life in Greece is in Greek 
History, K 4 M. An alphabetic, list of Biography is given 
on page 114. Purely Historical Fiction is put with History,

thus Eber's Egyptian Princess is in K 3 E. In general, 
special illustrative material is placed with what is illustrated. 

In this List all hyphenated numbers are inclusive, thus 
Forum, vols. 1-14, means including vol. 14. 

To find a good list of the literature on any subject con- 
sult Best Books on the first study table. For articles in 
periodicals consult Poole's Index in three volumes, in B XIX, 
on Desk 3. The abbreviations used are explained page XIV 
Vol. I, page VI of vol. 2 and vol. 3. On the shelf adjoin- 
ing Desk 3 are the Annual Indexes continuing Poole, the A. 
L. A. Index of General Literature — Books of Essays, etc. — 
and Matson's References. The A. L. A. Index is continued 
in the Annual Indexes. For American and Recent Topics 
consult Chamber's or Johnson's Cyclopedias, Appleton's Cy- 
clopedia American Biography, or American Supplement to 
Britannica. The Britannica does not contain notices of per- 
sons who were alive at the time the work was issued. 

Books marked ref^ or under the heading, Reference, 
can not be taken out except over night at the discretion of 
the librarian. Students may keep books for three weeks and 
renew for three more. Overdue books are charged two 
cents a day fine. 

Copies of this List with registering cards are placed on 
the first study table, and at the desks-1 and 3. These copies 
are posted for accessions. Buyers of Lists can obtain free at 
the library printed accession slips of new books. 

At the present date, December 1893, the number of 
volumes, including dissertations, in the University Library is 
about 12,000.
